Travelers in 
uncivilized 
countries 
have often wondered how some savage 
tribes were able to transmit news for 
hundreds of miles with no apparent 
facilities for doing so. 
An interesting 
light is thown on this subject by Jose 
Bach, who tells of the means by which 
the Indians on the Amazon coiumuui- 
oate w ith each other at a distance. The 
natives live in groups of 1Ü0 to 200 
persons in settlements half a mile or a 
mile apart. 
In each dwelling there is a 
wooden ornm, which is buried for half 
its height in .sand mixed w ith fiag- 
ineuts of wood, bone aud mica, aud iias 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
aud rnbber 
When this drum is struck 
w ith a wooden mallet, the sound travels 
far and is distinctly heard in the other 
drams in the neighboring dwellings. 
It is beyond doubt that the transmis 
siou of the sound takes place tlirough 
the earth, since the blows struck are 
scarcely audible outside of the honses 
in which the instruments are placed. 
After a “ malocca,” or dwelling, has 
been “ called up” by an initial blow 
conversation is carried ou between the 
two drums. 
Mr. Bach’s explanation is 
that the communication is facilitated 
by the nature of the ground, the drums 
doubtless resting upon one and the «ame ; 
stratum 
of rock, since 
riausmission ; 
through ordinary alluvial earth could i 
not be depended upon. 
This method 
furnishes an ingenious imulifi« atiou of 
the process eiupiuyed by iiuliaus tor 
perceiving di.stant noises, .such as the 
gallop of a horse, which consists in ap­

INDIAN SIGNAL SERVICE. 


They Have L o n g Telephoned by the 
Use of Drain*. 
Travelers in uncivilized countries 
have often wondered how some savage 
tribes were able to transm it news for 
hundreds of miles with no apparent 
facilities for doing so. 
An interesting 
light is thowu on this subject by Jose 
Bach, who tells of the means by which 
the Indians on the Amazon coinniuui 
cate with each other at a distance. The 
natives live in groups of IOO to 200 
persons in settlements half a mile or a 
mile apart. In each dwelling there is a 
wooden drum, which is buried for half 
its height in sand mixed with frag 
monte of wood, bone and mica, and lias 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
and rubber 
When this drain is struck 
with a wooden mallet, the sound travels 
far and is distinctly heard in the other 
drums in the neighboring dwellings. 
It is beyond doubt that the transmis­ 
sion of the sound takes place through 
the earth, since the blows struck are 
scarcely audible outside of the houses 
in which the instruments are placed. 
After a “ nialocca,” or dwelling, has 
been “ called np” by an initial blow 
conversation is carried on between the 
two drams. 
Mr. Bach’s explanation is 
that the communication is facilitated 
by the nature of the ground, the drams 
doubtless resting npon one and the same 
stratum of rock, since transmission 
through ordinary alluvial earth could 
not be depended upon. 
This method 
furnishes an ingenious modification of 
the process employed by indians for 
perceiving distant noises, such as the 
gallop of a horse, which consists in ap­ 
plying the ear to the earth.—St. Louis 
Globe- Democrat.

Travelers in uncivilized countries 
have often wondered how some savage 
tribes were able to transmit news for 
hundreds of miles witli no apparent 
facilities for doing so. 
An interesting 
light is thown on this subject by Jose 
Bach, who tells of the means by which 
the Indians on the Amazon communi­ 
cate with each other at a distance. The 
natives live in gronps of IOO to 200 
persons in settlements half a mile or a 
mile apart. In each dwelling there is a 
wooden drum, which is buried for half 
its height in sand mixed with frag 
luents of wood, bone and mica, aud has 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
aud rubber 
When this drum is struck 
with a wooden mallet, the sound travels 
far and is distinctly beard in the other 
drums in the neighboring dwellings. 
It is beyond doubt that the transmis­ 
sion of the sound takes place through 
the earth, since the blows struck are 
scarcely audible outside of the houses 
in which the instruments are placed. 
After a “ malocca, ” or dwelling, has 
been “ called up” by an initial blow 
conversation is carried on between the 
two drums. 
Mr. Bach’s explanation is 
that the communication is facilitated 
by the nature of the ground, the drums 
doubtless resting upon one and the same { 
stratum of rock, since transmission 
through ordinary alluvial earth could 
not be depended upon. 
This method 
furnishes an ingenious modi fit a ti on of 
the process employed by indians for 
perceiving distant noises, such as the 
gallop of a horse, which consists in ap­ 
plying the ear to the earth —St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat.

What cou ld lie more in terestin g ju st 
at presen t than to gather together foi 
the pn rpijse of an ethn ological exhibi­ 
tion a large n u mber of specimen s of the 
people n ewly taken u n der the protec­ 
tion of Un tie Sam—the Filipin os, the 
Hawaiiau s, the Porto Rican s an d the 
Cu ban s? Everybody wou ld go to see it, 
particu larly if the mere “ show” ele­ 
men t were elimin ated as far as possible 
from the en terpriso, which ou ght tc 
have for its object the represen tation oi 
those races exactly as they are fou n d on 
their n ative islan ds. 
This is precisely the scbeme that is 
n ow bein g qu ietly in au gu rated, with 
practically n n limited capital behin d it. 
A compan y, beaded by a miHaen aire 
n amed Her, has been organ ized at Oma­ 
ha an d has offered to bu y the bu ildin gs 
u sed for the recen t Tran smississippi 
fair. 
These, together with the vast 
gron u ds, are to be os« dfor an other kin d 
of exhibition n ext year, which might 
be called the exposition of expan sion , 
in asmu ch as it will be devoted chiefly 
to an immen se display illu stratin g the 
resou rces, etc., of the n ew colon ies of 
the Un ited States. 
The idea is, in the fir.st place, to pre­ 
sen t to the eyes of visitors a vivid an d 
strikin g pictu re of the n ewly acqu ired 
islan ds in the Pacific an d Atlan tic. 
This is to be accomplished in a very 
iu geu ioDS an d origin al way u n der the 
su perin ten den ce of an emin en t artist in 
lan dscape garden in g. The archipelago 
of the Philippin es is actn ally to be laid 
ou t in min iatu re an d yet ou a con sider­ 
able scale, with the correct diversifica­ 
tion of lan d an d water. 
It may be that 
actu al water will be u sed, so that peo­ 
ple may be paddled abou t in boats from 
Lu zon to Min dan ao an d amon g the 
smaller isles of the grou p. 
On the other han d, it has been su g­ 
gested that perhaps it wou ld be better 
to employ glass to represen t the water 
spaces, so that it cou ld be walked u pon 
comfortably an d withou t dan ger of get­ 
tin g wet. Details su ch as this can easily 
be settled later. 
Now, as to the islan ds themselves, 
they are to to- bu i**^ in as close like­ 
n ess as possible to the origin als of the 
great archipelago. The large on es, su ch 
as Lu zon , are very moou taiu ou s, an d 
thu s will be very pictn res« iu e, even in 
min iatu re. Man y tropical trees an d 
plan ts brou ght from the sooth Pacific 
expressly for the pu rpose will len d 
beau ty to these fairy isles, * Bu t this is 
by n o mean s all. 
There will be people on the islan ds, 
at all even ts the biggest of them—n a­ 
tive Filipin os, dwellin g in their hu ts, 
an d livin g in all respects as they do 
when they are at home. Not on ly 
will there be the comparatively civilized 
Tagals, bu t also represen tatives of the 
Aetas—the 
half 
wild, 
raon keylike 
dwarfs of the in terior of Lu zon . 
However, exclu sive atten tion is by n o 
mean s to be given to the Philippin es 
The Hawaiian grou p will be represen t­ 
ed in a similar way, an d Cu ba an d 
Porto Rico. There will be an oppor­ 
tu n ity for visitors to see with their own 
eyes bow the Kan aka lives when be is 
at home an d what be does to amu se 
himself. 
It will be the same way with 
the Porto Rican an d the Cu ban . 
Both 
of these will have a con spicu ou s place 
iu the exhibition . 
Accordin g to the 
plan s already formed, abou t 1,500 u a* 
lives of these variou s islau ds are to be 
taken to Omaha for the pu rpose, togeth­ 
er with an immen se qu an tity of ma­ 
teria! witli which to fu rn ish them with 
their appropriate en viron men t. Mu ch 
of this stu ff n ecessarily most be the real 
thin g, in asmu ch as it can u ot very well 
be cou n terfeited. 
On learn in g the first few details of 
the scheme here described the average 
person will exclaim, “ Why, it will sim­ 
ply be an other Midway!” Bu t su ch a 
n otion wou ld be altogether in correct. So 
far as the part already described is con ­ 
cern ed it will be an ethn ological exhi­ 
bition as accu rate an d complete as pos­ 
sible with the “ circu s” elemen t omit­ 
ted. It is expected that the govern men t 
will be willin g to assign its best ethn o­ 
logical experts to the du ty of man agin g 
thatp#% of the exhibition .

A company, beaded by a millionaire 
named lier, has been organized at Oma­ 
ha and has offered to buy the buildings 
used for the recent Transmississippi 
fair. 
These, together with the vast 
grounds, are to be used for another kind 
of exhibition next year, which might 
be called the exposition of expansion, 
inasmuch as it will be devoted chiefly 
to an immense display illustrating the 
resources, etc., of the new colonies of 
tho United {States. 
The idea is, in the first plaoe, to pre­ 
sent to the eyes of visitors a vivid and 
striking picture of the newly acquired 
islands in the Pacific and Atlantic. 
This is to be accomplished in a very 
ingenious and original way under the 
superintendence of an eminent artist in 
landscape gardening. 
The archipelago 
of the Philippines is actually to belaid 
out in m iniature and yet on a consider­ 
able scale, with the correct diversifica­ 
tion of land and water 
It may be that 
actnal water will be used, so that peo­ 
ple may be paddled about in boats from 
Lnzon to Mindanao and among the 
smaller isles of the group. 
On the other hand, it bas been sug­ 
gested that perhaps it would be better 
to employ glass to represent the water 
spaces, so that it coaid be walked upon 
comfortably and witbont danger of g et­ 
ting wet. Details snob ae this can easily 
be settled later. 
Now, as to the islands themselves, 
they are to b a -hoi1* in as close like­ 
ness as possible to the originals of the 
great archipelago. The large ones, snob 
as Luzon, are very monntaiuons, and 
thus will be very picturesque, even in 
miniature. 
Many tropical trees and 
plants brought from the sooth Pacific 
expressly for the 
purpose will lend 
beauty to these fairy isles. ‘ Bot this is 
by no means all. 
There will be people on the islands, 
at all events the biggest of them —na­ 
tive Filipinos, dwelling in their bats, 
aud living in all respects as they do 
when they are a t 
home. 
Not only 
will there be the comparatively civilized 
Tagals, bat also representatives of the 
Aetas—the 
half 
wild, 
monkeylike 
dwarfs of the interior of Luzon. 
However, exclusive attention is by no 
means to be given to the Philippines 
The Hawaiian gronp will be represent­ 
ed in a sim ilar way, and Caba and 
Porto Rico. 
There will be an oppor­ 
tunity for visitors to see with their own 
eyes bow the Kanaka lives when he is 
at home and what he does to amuse 
himself. 
It will be the same way with 
the Porto Rican and the Cuban. 
Both 
of these will have a conspicuous place 
iu the exhibition. 
According to the I 
plans already formed, about 1,500 na- 
j 
rives of these various islands are to be ; 
taken to Omaha for the purpose, togeth­ 
er with an immense quantity of m a­ 
teria! with which to furnish them with 
their appropriate environment. 
Much 
of this stuff necessarily mast be the real 
thing, inasmuch as it cannot very well 
be counterfeited. 
On learning the first few details of 
the scheme here described the average 
person will exclaim, "W hy, it will sim ­ 
ply be another M idway!" 
But such a 
notion woald be altogether incorrect. So 
far as the part already described is con­ 
cerned it will be an ethnological exhi­ 
bition as accurate and complete as pos­ 
sible with the "circu s" element om it­ 
ted. It is expected that the government 
will be willing to assign its best ethno­ 
logical experts to the duty of managing 
that 
of the exhibition. 
First rate 
botanists and geologists will likewise be 
required. Take, for example, the island 
of Luzon, as reproduced in miniature. 
The construction of the island ilselt 
must be performed under the super­ 
intendence of a competent geologist, 
such as Professor Becker of the United 
{States geological survey, who is thor­ 
oughly acquainted with tile Philippines 
It will be the purpose of the exhibi­ 
tion to give as complete a view of the 
new colonies as practicable—of the ge 
ological features of the various islands. 
of their plant life, of their mineral re 
sources aud of their manufactures. 
OI 
course their animals ought not to be left 
out, and so there will be a superb 
menagerie, divided into two parts. 
Iu 
one part will be the m am m als and birds

Travelers iii uncivilized countries 
have often wondered how some .savage 
tribes were able to transmit news for 
hundreds of miles with no apparent 
facilities for doing so.

the Indiaus on the Amazon communi­ 
cate with each other ut a distance. The 
natives live in groups of IOO to 200 
persons in settlements half a mile or a 
mile apart 
In each dwelling there is a 
wooden arum, which is buried for half 
its height in sand mixed with flag 
meuts of wood, bone and mica, and has 
a triple diaphragm of leather, wood 
aud rubber 
When this drum is struck 
with a wooden mallet, the sound travels 
far and is distinctly heard in the other 
drums in the neigbboriug dwellings. 
It is beyond doubt that the transmis 
siou of the sound takes place through 
the earth, since the blows struck are 
scarcely audible outside of the houses 
in which tbe instruments are placed. 
After a “ malocoa,” or dwelling, has 
been “ called up” by an initial blow 
conversation is carried on between the 
two drums. 
Mr. Baoh’s explanation is 
that the communication is facilitated 
by the uature of the ground, the drums 
doubt!* ss resting npon one aud the mi nit* 
titration of rock, since transmission 
through ordinary alluvial earth could 
not be depended upon.

What could he more interesting jus! 
at present than to gather together fen 
the purpose of an ethnological ex h ib i­ 
tion a large number of specimens of the 
people newly taken under the protec­ 
tion of Uncle Sam — the Filipinos, tilt 
H awaiians, the Porto Ricans and tilt 
Cubans? Everybody would go to see it, 
particularly if the mere “ show ” ele­ 
ment were elim inated as far as possible 
from the enterprise, w hich ought Ic 
have for its object the representation ol 
those races exactly as they are found on 
their native islands. 
This is precisely the schem e that ie 
now being quietly inaugurated, w ith 
practically unlim ited capital behind it. 
A company, headed by a miUsonaire 
named Her, has been organized at Oma­ 
ha and has offered to boy the buildings 
used for the recent Transm ississippi 
fair. 
These, together w ith 
the vast 
grounds, are to he used for another kind 
of exhibition next year, which might 
be called the exposition of expansion, 
inasmuch as it w ill be devoted chiefly 
to an immense display illustrating the 
resources, etc., of the new colonies of 
tho United States. 
The idea is, in the first plaoe, to pre­ 
sent to the eyes of visitors a vivid and 
striking picture of the new ly acquired 
islands in the Pacific and A tlantic 
This is to be accomplished in a very 
ingenious and original way nuder the j 
superintendence of an em inent artist in , 
landscape gardening. 
The archipelago 
of the Pbilipniues is actually to be laid 
out in m iniature and yet oil a consider­ 
able scale, w ith the correct diversifica­ 
tion of land and water 
It may be that 
actual water w ill be used, so that peo­ 
ple may be paddled about in boats from 
Luzon 
to Mindanao aud among the 
sm aller isles of the group. 
On the other hand, it bas been su g­ 
gested that perhaps it would be better 
to em ploy glass to represent the water 
spaces, so that it could be walked upon 
com fortably and without dauger of g et­ 
ting wet. D etails such ae this can easily 
be settled later. 
Now, as to the islands them selves, 
they are to ta bai1* in as close like­ 
ness as possible to the originals of tho 
great archipelago. The large ones, such 
as Luzon, are very mountainous, and 
thus w ill be very picturesque, even in 
m iuiature. 
Many tropical 
trees aud 
plants brought from the south Pacific 
expressly for the 
purpose w ill lend 
beauty to these fairy isles. * B at this is 
by no means all. 
There w ill be people on the islands, 
at all events the biggest of them — na­ 
tive Filipinos, dw elling in their huts, 
aud living in all respects as they do 
when they are 
at 
home. 
N ot only 
w ill there be the com paratively civilized 
Tagals, but also representatives of the 
Aetas— the 
half 
wild, 
monkeylike 
dwarfs of the interior of Luzon. 
However, exclusive attention is by no 
means to be given to the Philippines 
The Hawaiian group w ill be represent­ 
ed in a sim ilar way, and Cuba and 
Porto Rico. 
There w ill be an oppor­ 
tunity for visitors to see w ith their own 
eyes bow the Kauaka lives when he is 
at home aud what he does to amuse 
him self. 
It w ill be the same way with 
the Porto Rican and the Cuban. 
Both 
of these w ill have a conspicuous plaoe 
in the exhibition. 
According to the 
pious already formed, about 1,500 na­ 
tives of these various islands are to be 
taken to Omaha for the purpose, togeth­ 
er w ith an immense quantity of m a­ 
teria! w ith w hich to furnish them with 
their appropriate environment. 
Much 
of this stuff necessarily must be the real 
thing, inasmuch as it cannot very w ell 
be counterfeited. 
On loam ing the first few details of 
the scheme here described the average 
person w ill exclaim , “ Why, it w ill sim ­ 
ply tie another M idway!” 
But suoh a 
notion would be altogether incorrect. So 
far as the part already described is con­ 
cerned it w ill be an ethnological exh i­ 
bition as accurate and com plete as pos­ 
sible with the “ circus” elem ent om it 
ted. It is expected thut the government 
w ill be w illing to assign its* best ethno­ 
logical experts to the duty of managing 
th a t]'* * of the exhibition. 
First rate 
hotuuisis and geologists w ill likew ise be 
required. Take, for example, the island 
of Luaoil, as reproduced iu miniature. 
Tim construction of the island itself 
mu.**t be performed under the super 
lnteudiuoe of a emu patent geologist, 
such as Professor Becker of tile United 
.States geological survey, who is thor­ 
oughly acquainted with the Philippines 
It w ill be the purpose of the exhibi­ 
tion to give us complete u view of tile 
new colonies us practicable—-of the ge 
ologies) features of the various islands 
cf their plant life, of their mineral re 
sources aud of their manufactures.

course their anim als ought uot to be left 
out, aud so 
there w ill be a superb 
menagerie, divided into tw o parts.
